I have been writing mostly about my meetings

This coin- 
cidence colored our whole Russian experience 
and underlined the fact that while we Americans 
may not be very popular any more in some parts 
of the world, they still like us in Russia!

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Closing of Schools 
Is Worst Solution 


Mayor Hartsfield is quite correct in 
assessing response to his stand on local 
option school closing as indicating that 
people genuinely are worried. His cor- 
respondence as well as that coming to this 
office indicates that the great majority of 
people do not want the public schools de- 
stroyed. 

Court actions in other states show that 
many of Georgia’s laws intended to pre- 
serve segregation will not hold up. The 
state’s leaders are thus faced with com- 
ing up with solutions which will stand 
court tests or risk closing of the schools. 


Destroying the state’s public school 
system would be an incalculable disaster. 
Private schools which would permit edu- 
cation at best for less than half the chil- 
dren cannot meet the needs of a state 
whose economy is expanding and which 
needs more, not less, education. Closing 
the schools would become, too, a politi- 
cal issue which in time would destroy 
those responsible for it. 


The test of Georgia leadership to come 
up with some method of preserving the 
public school system is one of the great- 
est challenges of our history. Certain‘y 
ideas now being put forward are better 
than to let such a situation develop in 
Georgia as has occurred in Little Rock. 


Mayor Hartsfield’s suggestion that the 
people concerned be allowed the privilege 
of referendum on whether cr not to close 
the schools at least has the merit of the 
democratic process. Speaking for a sys- 
tem which affects more people than any 
other, the mayor does not want the dis- 
aster of no schools to hit a city which 
has more to lose than any other in the 
state. 


There must be discussion of the prob- 
lem such as we've seen here recently and 
solutions somehow must be found. Cer- 
tainly the situation in Little Rock is so 
tracic that almost anything would be 
preferable. We must not let ourselves be 
led down the same path to near self- 
destruction. Our leadership is challenged 
not to let it happen.

Anta Owners Warned 


To Guard Acoinst Theft 


A week ago in a 24-hour period 22 
automobiles were stolen in Atlanta. This 
last Sunday the number of auto thefts 
reported was 11. 


One cannot write then in journalese 
that auto larceny in our area continues 
“unabated.” 

But one can write that it continues 
at an appalling rate. 

If opponents of a good auto title law 
would only concede a few points, the 1959 
Assembly could pass such a law and give 
both the friends and foes of the measure 
a chance to observe its efficiency. 

In the meantime, we only urge suto 
owners to do atl they can to protect their 
property from theft. 

“All they can do” includes taking 
the keys from the ignition each time 
the car is parked, keenving the vehicle 
locked when it is empty, and avoiding 
wherever possible leaving it in a parking 
place where the degree of exposure and 
temptation are equally high. 

This is the season, too, to avoid leav- 
ing personal belongings exposed in a car 
even when it is locked. 

Put the Christrnas shopping bundles 
in the trunk or at least on the floor. 

Do not invite theft either of the con- 
tents or of the car itself.

Disarmament Outlook 


Appears Quite Dismal 


After 12 years of talk, the Western 
nations and the Soviet Union appear no 
nearer agreement on disarmament than 
when negotiations began. Current efforts 
at Geneva find them poles apart.on ma- 
jor issues of control of nuclear weapons, 
protection against surprise attack and 
limitation of use of outer space to peace- 
ful purposes. 

Agreement on even the first steps to- 
ward disarmament has been beyond 1each. 
The Russians thus far have refused to 
meet a basic condition nf adequate in- 
spections which would insure agreements 
being carried out. And since the Soviet 
has equality if not superiority in armed 
manpower, the West would be foolish to 
accept anything other than ironclad nu- 
clear controls. | 

On nuclear tests, the Reds stil] stick 
to their ban-first, controls-later approach. 
They are unwilling to make the sort of 
firm commitment which the West wants 
on an effective controls system.

regulatory control.” 

There will be an overwhelming echo 
of approval from throughout the state to 
this forthright statement, People do won- 
der, along with Mr. Vandiver, how such 
officials can seemingly say to the people 
“that the laws of the state and the ac- 
cepted standards of morality and conduct 
in public office do not apply to them.” 

We quite agree with the governor- 
elect that revelations about certain offi- 
cials in the present administration are 
an affront to every decent citizen. There 

is evidence of such a deterioration in the 
moral climate of government as to sicken 
the most callous of us. 

“Such arrogance,” said Mr. Vandiver, 
“is unthinkable and how these officials 
can be continued in office is beyond the 
comprehension of every citizen of this 
state.” 

Mr. Vandiver has pledged to end such 
activities in the state. The General As- 
sembly with the approval of all Geor- 
gians should help him do that job. Mean- 
while, T. V. Williams Sr. still is revenue 
commissioner.

Fluoridation is safe; it does not 
affect the taste, color, or odor of 
the water; it does not affect the 
water in any way as far as in- 
dustrial use is concerned, and it 
is also inexpensive. 

Many of us cannot afford den- 
tal care. The agencies that give 


free dental care can only give: 


some of us partial and emer- 
gency care. The druggist cannot 
furnish any form of fluoride 
which is nearly as effective as 
fluoridated drinking water. This 
process even helps infants dur- 
ing the most important years of 
teeth formation. 

The adult citizens of DeKalb 
and Cobb counties have had 
fluoride added to. the water sup- 
ply. Are their children More pre- 
cious than we are? Help our city 
officials to decide on fluoridation 
of water.

New Answers 


Dr. G. H. Bourne, chairman of 
the anatomy department at the 
Emory Medical 
School, is a 
muscle man. I 
don’t mean like 
that fellow 
Hartigay or oth- 


Britain, he came to Emory last 
year from the London Hospital. 
He came because he liked what 
he heard about the great medical 
school in Atlanta and because the 
opportunities for research are 
greater here than in England. 

In London, Dr. Bourne had 
been studying muscles, particular- 
ly bits of muscle from victims 
of muscular dystrophy and other 
muscle diseases. 


The research was the first of 
its kind. It went beyond mere 
pathology to the chemistry of 
looking for muscle enzymes 
which are the catalysts in meta- 
bolie activity. 

Under normal conditions mus- 
cle fiber and connective tissue 
are coexistent, complementary 
and compatible. 

But sometimes the connective 
tissue runs amuk. It comes to re- 


gard muscle fiber as an enemy. 


It becomes a cannibal. It attacks 
the muscle fiber and replaces it 
with tissue. It, the connective tis- 
sue, starves the muscle by de- 
stroying the enzyme upon which 
the muscle depends for energy. 

How to combat that condition? 

Well, that’s what the muscle 
men and women are working on. 
At Emory the research continues 
with $10,000 from the Muscular 
Dystrophy Foundation, plus help 
from other sources, including the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, now the National Foun- 
dation. 

At Emory the team is interna- 
tional — a Montevidean, Nellie 
Golarz; an English girl, Valerie 
Norman; an American clinician, 
Dr. Dale Richardson. 

The team is surveying MD pa- 
tients and injecting energy com- 
pounds to offset the inroads of 
the connective tissue. The re- 
searchers have a promising lead 
in that the tissue seems to break 
down the Vitamin B-1 and phos- 
phorus compound. The treatment 
thus would be a B-1 and phos- 
phorous ‘“‘transfusion.”’

Nikita Khrushchev 
Defines Status Quo 


WASHINGTON—There are few things more 
important to know than what goes on in the 
head of Nikita Khrushchev; what does he want | 
and what does he mean by what he says he wants? Recently Walter 


Lippman and Adlai Stevenson, who possess two of the most pene- 
trating minds in the United States, spent about five hours inter- 
viewing the Soviet Premier—listening and listening and listening and 


talking a little themselves. 

I cannot think of two persons 
more qualified to question and to 
appraise Khrushchey’s thinking. 
What seems to me significant are 
the parallels in their two reports. 


What Khrushchev in his con- 
versation with Lippmann said he 
wanted was this: 


He said he wanted to reduce 
the tensions of the cold war. 


He said this could be done if 
the United States would “accept 
the status quo.’’ Then all would 
be well in the world. 

That was direct, simple, un- 
complicated — and meaningless. 
Obviously Lippmann didn’t leave 
it there. He instantly pressed the 
next logical question. What did 
Khrushchev mean by the ‘‘status 
quo’? 

Lippmann reports Khrushchev 
gave a very “complex” answer 
and after he listened long and 
closely he came to the conclu- 
sion that in all Asia and Africa 
—where the Kremlin wants to 
shape events in its own image 
—the status quo is “revolution” 
and that, therefore, we must ac- 
cept the “revolution” — which 
Moscow abets — without having 
any right to be concerned with its 
outcome. 


Though using a different set 
of words, Khrushchev developed 
the same thesis in his talk with 
Stevenson.

WASHINGTON—Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson, the 
Democratic leader of the Senate, has moved , 
quickly since the election to establish a pattern ome i 
of bipartisan cooperation in the field of foreign affairs. He is at 
United Nations in New York this week to represent the United 
in the discussions on the peaceful development of outer space. 


The senator is not doing this 
because he likes to travel. He is 
not’ aecustomed to representing 
the Republican administration at 
the U.N, As usual, when the sen- 
ator makes moves in public—or 
in private for that matter—he has 


a reason. 


Here is what he said to Ste- 
venson: 

“You must understand that a 
process is taking place in which 
the peoples want to live under 
a new system of society and it 
is necessary that one agree and 
reconcile himself to this fact. 
The process should take place 
without interference.” 

When Stevenson asked the So- 
viet premier whether he consid- 
ered Moscow’s armed ifinterven-’ 
tion in Hungary and its denuncia- 
tion of Tito and Yugoslavia as 
noninterference, Khrushchev asked 
Stevenson who had appointed him 
to raise such questions. And 
Stevenson concluded Khrushchev: 
was defining noninterference as 
follows: 

Events anywhere in the world 
where the Kremlin asserts an in- 
terest “‘are not any of our busi- 
ness but the non-Communist 
world must stand aside while his 
(Khrushchev’s) ‘new system of 
society’ exploits the nationalist 
awakening and social unrest and 
spreads from country to country. 

That seems to me the neces- 
sary definition of what Khrush- 
chev wants us to follow if we 
do as he urges: that is, accept 
his version of the status quo as 
a means of reducing tensions: in 
effect, we can assuredly reduce 
tensions by not interfering with 
the Soviet Union’s interference in 
other countries.

Research into the 
disease would eventually benefit | 
all sufferers of arthritis, he 
pointed out. 


The foundation will continue 
its research into and treatment 
of poliomyelitis and will continue 
its research into virus diseases, 
Nee said.

The northwest drawing room, 
which is. pictured in the book, 
has blue walls.

tall leading women. Rosalind Russell, who 
is about 5-feet-8, is considered a monstrous 
tall woman on the stage and once in Holly- 
wood I saw Audrey Hepburn dance bare- 
foot with Humphrey Bogart to keep from 
towering above him. Garbo was practically 
a freak at 5-feet-9. 


The theater thought it didn’t want tall 
women but Elsa Walden managed to con- 
vince it otherwise—and the Sky High Club 
of Atlanta is going all out to welcome Miss 
Walden when she gets in town this weekend. 


“She is a good representative of how 
tall people can overcome obstacles,’’ Mrs.

The fight against polio soon 
will bring new hope to babies 
born with crippling defects. 


The National Foundation has 
dropped “Infantile Paralysis” 
from its title and extended its 
know-how to the field of birth 
defects. 


According to George P. Voss, 
director of chapters for the 
foundation, birth defects form 
the major childhood medical 
problem that lacks organized 
attention. Each year in the 
United States 250,000 babies 
are born with defects and 34,- 
000 die from them. Out of 
every 16 babies born one has 
some sort of defect. 


The foundation, the largest 
volunteer health group in the 
world, is turning its vast fa- 
cilities of organization, admin- 
istration, fund-raising, research 
and rehabilitation to the 
problem. 


NEW FIELD 

Thus, just as poliomyelitis 
has become a common term in 
our language, Americans soon 
will hear about spina bifida, 
encephalocele, and hydrocepha- 
lus. And, just as research has 
led to the effective prevention 
of paralytic polio, parents can 
find hope in organized research 
which may lead to the pre- 
vention of birth defects. 


Birth defects medically are 
lumped together as congenital 
malformations. Some sort of 
harm comes to the embryonic 
infant while it is growing in 


| the mother’s body. 


Mothers are well - - acquaint- 
ed with the danger to the in- 
fant if they catch German meas- 
les in their first three months 


a virus 
causes polio. Through work in 
virology the Salk vaccine was 
developed. Turning virological 
techniques to this medical bat- 
tlefield may win a new fight. 
“Is it not possible,” asked Mr. 
Voss, “‘that other viruses also 
harm the embryo? Or that 
mothers have silent  infec- 
tions?”’ 


But combating birth defects 
is not that simple. There are 
more than 600 different con- 
genital malformations, and 
combinations often occur in the 
same infant, Something may 
go wrong with the formation or 
development of the bones, the 
brain and spinal cord, the skin, 
the heart and blood vessels, the 
reproductive and urinary sys- 
tems, the eyes, the stomach and 
intestines. And, as far as doc- 
tors know, they cannot pinpoint 
one basic cause. They believe 
that half the defects are caused

A Winner Loses 


In 19 seasons as a player and coach, Frank 
Broyles enjoyed the astonishing distinction of esaociat: 
ing with 19 winning football teams. 


The success saga started on the home front where Broyles 
was a stickout back at Decatur High and Georgia Tech. It con- 
tinued at Pecisicad Florida and Tech where he served hitches as an 

we ee assistant coach. Broyles established a 
record of sorts when he visited 10 
straight bowls as a player and assist- 
ant at Tech. 


He also batted above .500 in his 
maiden season as a head coach at 
Missouri, then switched to Arkansas 
this fall and promptly launched his 
first romance with adversity. He went 
*. steady with defeat for six straight 
> games at Arkansas. Missouri had lost 
>» three decisions at the tail end of the 
1957 campaign, so the young man so 
accustomed to victory had a personal 
nine-game losing string going when 
the Porkers popped Texas A&M, 21-8. 

“I’ve never been so humble, so 
proud of a victory or a team,”. the 
story quoted Broyles as saying. And 
he wasn’t misquoted. 


The mam with the keen football 
mind and effervescent personality is now in the midst of a three- 
game winning spree, but the Porkers are doomed to a wane 
season. 

To* Broyles, however, this hasn’t been a losing season. Last 
Saturday afternoon, Arkansas authored a shocking 13-6 triumph 


over highly regarded Southern Methodist to the 8 of a home- 


copning audience. 


The upset victory, which derailed the bowl-minded Mustangs, 
was the peak performance for the Porkers and climaxed a tre- 
mendous comeback by a team which dropped the first half-dozen. 


‘Congratulations, coach,” I said Sunday over the long-distance 
line to Fayetteville, Ark. 


‘“Thanks,”’ Broyles said, ‘it was a fine victory for us. When we 
beat a team like SMU with a back like Don Meredith, it’s proof 
that our boys have made progress. These boys wouldn't stay 
down. They had great spirit every week we lost, and they improved 
in every game.”

Before the Porkers ended their famine, Homer Norton, the 
Texas version of Harry Mehre, pitched Broyles a plaudit. He wrote 
that Arkansas and Bear Bryant’s 1954 Texas Aggies were the only 
losing teams he’d seen with the respect of fans, coaches and 
writers. 


“Yes, this will go in the records as my first losing season,” 
Broyles said, ‘but, in many respects, it’s the most satisfying season 
I've spent in football. I’ve learned a lot this year. I’ve learned for 
one thing that ‘anyone can coach a winner, but it takes something 
extra to coach a loser. 


“IT don’t mind telling you that I was mighty low for a while. 
I lost 19 pounds before we won a game. This season has taught me 
some important lessons. 


“I'll never forget the loyalty of these people out here,” 
Broyles continued,: ‘“‘We lost six straight games and, of course,

new, and it worked for us. Any team that stops Meredith is lucky, 
for he’s the finest back I’ve seen. Everyone in the Southwest says 
he’s the greatest passer to play out here, and I agree. He can 
also run, and he’s going to make a great pro player. 


“Our tackles weren't fast enough to do the job, so we used 
four ends on defense against Meredith. When he went into the 
spread, we'd crash all four of them in. From the regular T, we'd 
drop two back, send two in, and it worked. He was injured shortly 
before the half by a jarring, clean tackle and didn’t play the third 
quarter.

“What perked up our offeifBe after. we .scored only four touch- 
downs in five games (16 in the next four)?” Broyles repeated the 
question. 

“Well, we had two quarterbacks with practically no experi- 
ence. One had pla only 50 minutes in three years, "the other 
was a defensive until this year. They’ve improved tre- 
mendously. We have only two lettermen in the line, and it took 
time to get adjusted. We made coaching mistakes, and the players 
made mistakes. But the boys never stopped battling. 


“We're using the winged T.and we work the belly series just 
about like Tech. However, we’ve got what we call a fly man. He 
lines up like a wingback in the single wing, then takes a couple of 
steps. It’s not like a man in motion. It forces the defense to rotate, 
and we’ve had a lot of success with it. Gained 195 yards in tho 
last half on the ground against SMU. 


“What was the turning point of our season? I suppose you'd 
say the Ole Miss game. We lost it, 14-12, but we made 14 first downs 
in the last half, and we could have won. It gave us the confidence 
we needed.. We played a good defensive game against TCU, but 
lost in the last three minutes. Like I told you, we improved in 
every game. 


“Hope we can play a good one against Texas Tech next Sat- 
urday,’’ Broyles added. ‘“‘That winds up our season. I’m coming 
to Birmingham to speak to the TD Club before the Tech-Georgia 
game. So if nothing happens, I plan to see it.’’ 


On the day that the Porkers presented Coach Broyles a 60-15 
victory over Hardin-Simmons, Mrs. Broyles presented him twin 
daughters, Linda and Betsy, to cheer for his backfield of four 
boys. The family recently moved into a new home; the freshman 
team is undefeated, and Broyles believes in the slogan of the State 
of Arkansas: It’s the “Land of Opportunity.”
